AMENDMENT WANTED. 


A lively, iptacigaee of com- 
ments on the manner counsel for 
plaintiff had opened his case was 
indulged in by Mr. Eldon Potter, 
K.C., and. Mr. H.:G. Sheldon,

He was of the opinion that ‘the 
plaintiffs had had every oppor- 
tunity of making discoveries of 
that nature long before the trial 
started, 

He was also compelled to sub- 
mit that the case was not .put 
before them in the way it should)’ 
have been, They had been. given 
no ‘indication as to the importance 
of the various points, and they 
still had no idea of their mae 
ance.

At the outset . Mr. Sheldon, 
addressing His Lordship said he 
wished to make. application” to 
amend the particulars regarding 
two small items.
